Am Atlanta Enterprise. 


In the Cunningham warehouse, on 
Alabama street, is now in operation day and 
night an Atlanta enterprise which we are pleased 
It is in the hands of Mr. A. T. Cunning» 
past ham and Mr. R. Wayne Wilson, two live busi- 

raj | ness men who will push it to success. ‘hey 
have undertaken a very large peach drying 
business by the new automatic evaporator. 
Peach wagons seem to make for the warehouse 
as soon as they reach the city, for they always 
find a ready sale for their fruit at the best market 
prices. The supply seems never to exceed 
the demand of this live enterprise. 
ent capacity for drying is not less than 200 
bushels of ripe peaches, or 1,200 pounds of dried 
peaches for every twenty-four hours. The qual- 
ity of the fruit is very fine—perhaps not equal~ 
ed in the south or elsewhere. There are not 
leas than fifty men and women employed in all 
departments of the establishment; all of whom 
are uader the supervision of Mr R. Wayne 
Wilson, who thoroughly understands the 
science of the process. The peachesare peeled 
by a patent chemieal process, which in a min- 
ute and a half takes off all thé peel and leaves 
the peach ready to be cut. 

By a patent cutter the peach Is then cut into 
two parts at one stroke and the seed taken 
The fruit is then prepared for the 
automatic evaporator. This machise works on 
a principle which is approved by all who have 
best studied the subject. The fruit is put into 
trays with wire bottoms which are over a fure 
nace kept at a high heat as the fruit when moist 
stands a severe temperature. 
The trays are all entered at the bottom filled 
with the fresh fruit, remaining there directly 
over the furnace, subjected to an intense heat 
for from five to fifteen minutes, the time being 
regulated by the degree of temperature of the 
hot air currents, and by the amount of water 
contained in the fruit to be evaporated. 

The peaches are allowed to remain in the 
evaporaters from two and ¢ half to five hours, 
owing to the size of the machine and the heat of 


When the top tray is taken off, its fruit is 
found to -be perfectly cured, and is an article 
superior to any that can be made by the old sun- 
drying proceas.. In the old process the saccha- 
rine matter in the fruit is t eldulated by the cur- 
rents of the air passing over it; but, in thé 
evaporator, all the sugar is preserved, and the 
peagh is brought out of the tray as sweet and 


We yesterday saw some specimens of the fruit 
already packed, in fifty-pound boxes, and 
branded for shipment, according to the variety 


The process is in all respects a very great im- 
provement, and is being carried out with rare 
perfection at the establishment we visited. Mr. 
R. Wayne Wilson is the state agent for the evap- 
oratorgof the patent used here. There are 
now three of these machines in use at the ware- 
house, and another will be put up in a day or 
two. Altogether the enterprise is an evidence
